An investigation to determine 


trie cause of the Wednesday night 
crash of a B-25 bomber near West 
Shokan was reported in progress 
at Stewart Field, Newburgh. to- 
day as authorities said that the 
bodies of the three victims were 
expected to be removed to the 
morgue at West Point sometime 
today. 


The airfield officials announced 


yesterday that the investigation 
would be in the hands of com- 
petent engineering 
officers 
who 


will report their findings 
to a 


qualified board of U. S. Air Force 
officials. 


Members of a Stewart Field 
crash crew, assisted by state police 
and others, meanwhile, 
labored 


since early morning to bring the 
bodies from the spot in the heav-

wooded 
mountain 
country 


where the bomber crashed shortly 
after 8 p. m. Wednesday. 


Some parts of the forested area 


were so dense, it was reported, 
that it was necessary 
to cut 


through underbrush and thickels 
for clearing paths in removing the 
bodies.

that Capt. Richard B. Willis, 27. 
formerly of LaPryor, Texas, and 
more recently of Cranford, N. J., 
one of the victims may be buried 
at West Point. 
Willis was a graduate of the 


U. S. Military Academy in 1943. 
He (lew as a pilot in 51 combat 
missions in fighter-bombers during 
16 months in the European theatre. 
He was awarded the air medal 
with nine oak leaf clusters, the 
E.T.O. ribbon with six battle stars 
and the distinguished unit cluster.

Washington, April 2 UP) — The 


House today passed the o-'l,SOO,- 
000,000 tax cut bill over President 
Truman's veto. Voting to over- 
ride were 229 Republicans and 82 
Democrats. Supporting the veto 
were S4 Democrats, tsvo Republi- 
cans and the two American Labor 
party members. 


Republicans voting to .sustain 


the veto were representatives Carl 
Andersen of Wisconsin and Mor- 
ton of Kentucky. 


That put it up to the Senate 


whether taxpayers are to get the 
cut in spite of Mr. Truman's ob- 
jection that it would "undermine 
the soundness of our government 
finances at a time when world 
peace depends upon the strength 
of the United States." 


Leaders said the Senate would 


vote to override the veto and 
make the cut law before the day 
is done. Such leading Democrats 
as Senators Lucas of Illinois and 
George of Georgia said they would 
vote to override. 


The measure cuts taxes on 1948 


income for all the 52,000,000 in- 
come taxpayers and drops 7,400,- 
000 with smaller incomes from the 
taxpaying 
rolls. Slashes range 


from 12.6 per cent in the lowest 
bracket to five per cent in the 
highest. 


The House acted within 
the 


hour after it 
got a 
vigorously- 


worded veto message from Mr. 
Truman. 


The President told the legisla- 
tors that this was not time to cut 
taxes. He also said the bill sent 
him was not fair—it gave too 
much of Ihe cut to those with 
larger incomes. 


On the vote, many influential 


Democrats lined up wilh the Re- 
publicans 
to 
brush 
aside 
his 


arguments. 


Republican Leader Halleck of " 


Indiana got out a statement noting 
that Mr. Truman vetoed two tax- 
cutting bills last year. 


"This," he said, "is just an ex- 


tension of his stubborn opposition 
10 much-needed 
tax 
relief 
and 


equalization." 


Speaker Martin (R.-Mass.) said 
Congress can make the tax cut 
and still meet the 
government's 


spending needs for a stronger na- 
tional defense. 


There were similar comments 


from other Republicans. 


House Democratic leader Ray- 


burn of Texas, issued a statement 
supporting the veto. He said, he 
can see no way to reduce taxes 
by S4,.SOO,000,000 "and at the same 
time do the honest, straight-for- 
ward Ihing and make our nation 
secure 1 rom attack and stop the 
aggression of des[X'radoes in tho 
world."

"Whenever a cancer is cured (and most cancers 


can be cured if treated early), it is usually because 
the patient or his doctor detected it in time. The 
patient may have noticed one of the more obvious 
danger signals and has gone straight to flic doctor 
immediately, or the doctor may liave detected some 
hidden clue while checking him over, even before 
the patient had the slightest suspicion that any- 
thing was wrong." 


I am quoting from a pamphlet issued by the 


American Cancer Society which, once a year, tries 
to bring home to us all the importance oE consulting 
a physician the moment we see anything that 
"might" bo cancer, as this may .save our life. 


Now it may be thought that cancer specialists, 


with the aid of laboratory examinations, X-ray and 
other methods, are the only ones who can detect 
cancer. "On the contrary any careful physician can 
detect conditions which may mean cancer, merely 
by using his eyes, his ears, and hands and a few 
simple instruments which every physician lias in his 
office." These Instruments are a tongue depressor, 
flashlight, stethoscope, speculum.
